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School Board 
approves debt 
payment, tax increase

Lee Countians hear 
Clinton talk of Grimes, jobs 


contingent from Lee County joined an overflow crowd 
last Wednesday at Hazard’s Forum at the Hal Rogers Center 
to see and listen to former President Bill Clinton as he urged 
them to support Alison Lundergan Grimes for U.S. Senator. 

Clinton told the enthusiastic gathering, “I love Kentucky. 
You’ve been good to me. You voted for me twice.” 

Speaking for Grimes, Clinton said, “Our candidate thinks 
this election is about jobs. The other one (Sen. Mitch McCon¬ 
nell) thinks a senator has nothing to do with creating jobs. 

“Nobody can tell me it’s not a senator’s job.” 

Clinton was referring to a comment McConnell made 
to The Beattyville Enterprise in April when responding to a 
question about what he was going to do to bring jobs to Lee 
County, he said, “It’s not my job.” He said it is the responsi¬ 
bility of state government to create jobs. 

“I choose jobs,” Clinton said. “That’s the big issue in 
America. That’s the big issue in Kentucky. 

Earlier, Grimes called McConnell the “Senator of yes¬ 
terday.” She said he, “...came to Eastern Kentucky, to Beat¬ 
tyville, and said it is not his job to bring jobs to Kentucky.” 

She said the jobs president (Clinton) was in Hazard to 
support the jobs candidate. 


Other speakers included former Gov. Martha Layne Col¬ 
lins, State House Speaker Greg Stumbo, State House Majority 
Leader Rocky Adkins and United Mine Workers of America 
Cecil Roberts. 

Beattyville/Lee County Chamber of Commerce President 
Carol Kincaid said she went to Hazard, “Because Bill Clinton 
has always been my favorite president. I always wanted to 
shake his hand, and I got to. 

“I don’t know Alison Grimes, and I wanted to hear what 
she had to say.” 

Lee County Schools Secretary Michelle Angel also got to 
shake the former president’s hand. 

“Glenna (Cummins) got to shake his hand inside, but it 
was packed. Outside, I saw the state police stop, and thought 
he might get out. He did, and I shook his hand there. He had 
stopped because there were so many people who didn’t get 
in the building. 

“I wanted to see a president. I thought it was a great op¬ 
portunity,” Angel said. 

“We couldn’t see, because people were standing up (in¬ 
side). I think he’s a great speaker.” 


General Assembly Committee to meet here Sept. 8 

The Lee County School Board Tuesday night approved 
a 10-year plan to pay off $345,000 it owes because of its 
participation in the now defunct Kentucky School Boards 
Insurance Trust (KSBIT). 

School districts from throughout the state have until the 
end of this month to adopt a procedure to pay their parts in 
KSBIT, according to a court order. 

The Lee County Board chose to go with a 10-year pro¬ 
gram that would cost between $33,000 to $44,000 a year. 
However, if the district’s finances improve, it could pay off 
the remainder of the debt after five years. 

Districts might still have to pay their share of $8 million 
that KISBIT borrowed from the Kentucky League of Cities. 
That matter is to be decided in the courts. 

In a somewhat related matter, the board approved an 
increase in real and personal property taxes that will raise 
$752,086 for the district’s general fund. 

State House Bill 940 gives school districts the authority 
to adopt the plan if their property tax rate is below .30 cents 
per $100 of assessed value. Lee County’s rate, the lowest in 
the state, is at .29.9. The increase will raise it to .31.9. 

The board agreed to keep the motor vehicle tax rate at .52.3 
cents per $100. 

Based on recommended language from the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Education, the board approved the wording that 
will be on this November’s ballot for a proposed nickel tax 
increase for building repairs and construction. 

The language is: “Are you in favor of the Lee County Board 
of Education levying a property tax that would produce the 
five (5) cent equivalent tax necessary to provide funding to 
maintain, renovate and construct school facilities?” 

Voters will be given the option to vote “For” or 
“Against.” 

Also during Tuesday night’s regular board meeting, 
Superintendent Dr. James Evans, Jr., said that the Kentucky 
Interim Joint Education Committee of the Kentucky General 
Assembly is to meet in the Sedley Stewart Auditorium on 
September 8. 

They will be given information on the unique program that 
Lee County High School has in conjunction with Microsoft 
called TEALS that instructs young people on various aspects 
of computer science. 

The committee, which has 43 members, will then conduct 
its regular meeting. 

Evans told the board that a pre-bid conference would be held 
August 20 for the first phase of work at Southside Elementary 
as it is prepared to become Lee County Elementary. 

Bids are due September 3, Evans said. Once the official 
notice to proceed is given, the winning contractor will have 
291 calendar days to complete the project. 

Instruction Supervisor and Southside Principal Steve 
Carroll told the board that 12 teachers attended three days 
of training before other teachers reported. The training is for 
evaluations of fellow teachers. They then taught the material 
to the rest of the staff. 

Carroll said that Lee County has been a pilot in evaluations 
training for superintendents, teachers and principals, and will 
also lead the way in training for librarians. 

He also told the board of a distance-learning program the 
district and 16 others are involved in through the University 
of Pikeville. It will allow the districts to share teaching that 
others may not have. 

Director of Pupil Personnel Ray Shuler said that enrollment 
is up to 1,022 from 1,013 at the end of school last year. 

He said even more registered that day. 

However, he agreed with Board Chair William Owens 
that six weeks must be given before a more solid number is 
known.

ith the August 12 deadline past, there are seven people 
vying for the six spots on the Beattyville City Council and 
Chuck Caudill has formally registered to seek the county 
judge/executive’s position. 

All incumbent members, with the exception of Richard 
Adams, are seeking reelection to the council. They are: 
Charlotte Hogan, Stephen Begley, Sam Cockerham, Mitch 
Cornelius and Teresa Coomer Mays. Those five are joined 
on the ballot by Jonathan Allen and Tyler Phillips. 

The top six vote-getters will be elected. 

Caudill is to be on the ballot as an Independent. He will 
face incumbent, and Republican, Steve Mays, along with 
Democrat Doug Brandenburg. 


Four people are seeking positions on the Soil Conservation 
District. They are B. “Eddie” Cundiff, Larry Tincher, Orville 
Bennett and L.C. “Bub” Reese. 

Beattyville Mayor John S. Smith is unopposed. 

Only one of the three school board seats is being contested. 
Incumbent Janie F. Thorpe is being opposed by James Paul 
Moore. 

William Owens is unopposed in District 5. Newcomer 
Lamont Coldiron is unopposed in District 4.

City 

T^he City of Beattyville started its present fiscal year with 
surpluses in all departments except sewer, which suffered an 
$18,287 loss due to work on the sewer plant. 

Mayor John Smith shared the information Monday night with 
members of the city council during their regular monthly 
meeting. 

Smith said that the General Fund had revenues of $91,170 
during July and expenses of $68,884. That left a surplus of 
$22,286. * 

The Garbage Department showed revenues of $17,881 
and expenses of $12,968. The surplus was $4,913. 

Water had revenues of $ 110,541, along with expenditures 
of $96,425 and liabilities of $1,047. The department’s surplus 
was $13,068. 

The Sewer Department’s revenue of $33,584 could not 
overcome the $51,872 in expenditures that came from work 
on the plant. 

Smith also reported that at the end of the last fiscal year, 
June 30, the city paid its annual bond payment of $139,521. 


Also during the meeting, Smith said that the state is doing 
sidewalk work at the junction of Main and KY 11 making the 
walkways handicapped accessible. 

He also said that drainage work is being done in West 
Beattyville. 

The mayor said work could not begin on Phase 3 of the 
Streetscape Project until next spring. How funds are to be 
allocated is still not known, he said. 

Smith said that the city should declare as surplus a 2007 
GMC dump truck and a 2006 lowboy trailer. The city paid 
$65,580 for the truck in 2006 and $22,300 for the trailer in 
2008. However, neither has been used very much. 

He said the city could use the money from the sale to pur¬ 
chase a smaller truck and trailer, and pay the city’s in-kind 
part for the purchase of service trucks. Those vehicles would 
replace the ones bought in 2006. 

The council agreed to have Trick or Treat on Main Friday, 
October 31, from 4:30 p.m. to 8 p.m. The eastern part of Main 
Street would be closed off starting at 4 p.m. 


Approval was given to a request from the Youth Service 
Center for $100 to be used for paint and plywood for a quilt 
square. Also, the city is to sponsor the painting and decorat¬ 
ing of a bus stop. 

The council agreed to donate $2,000 from Parks and Rec¬ 
reation to the Working Man’s Weekend, which is held over 
the Labor Day weekend. 

Council Member Sam Cockerham asked again that the 
mayor contact the state about conducting a traffic count where 
Center Street meets the By-pass. Smith said he would call the 
Highway Department the next day. 

Asked about the open position of city clerk, Smith said 
he had conducted several interviews, and hoped to make a 
decision in the next few days. 

He also said that utility relocation along KY 11 South 
would be let for bid in May 2015. It will run from Levi in 
Owsley County to KY 587 near Judd’s Garage.

He said coal ranks 
sixth in employment in the 
region, behind health care, 
education, retail trade and 
other sectors.
